DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4 and 6-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 form of record. Hebiguchi et al 
disclose providing a transparent substrate 41 (column 6, lines 20-25 and Figure 1); 
depositing a gate layer and patterning the gate 42; depositing a gate insulating layer 43; 
depositing a thin film semiconductor layer 44; and depositing a source layer 45 defining 
a barrier with the semiconductor layer. See Figures 1 and 2, and column 6, lines 25-65. 
As discussed in the previous Office action, the cited prior art does not anticipate or 
make obvious, inter alia, steps e) - j) of Claim 1 .
